Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  1955. 

The  Report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Minister  of  Health  given  in  Circular  17/55. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  at  mid-year  1955  is  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  33,660,  an  increase  of  one  thousand 
and  twenty  from  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  of  popula- 
tion from  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  two  hundred  and 
twenty-nine. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year,  corrected  for  age  and  sex  to  make  it 
comparable  with  the  country  as  a whole  was  14.96  per  1,000  of  the 
resident  population  as  compared  with  14.37  in  the  previous  year. 
The  death  rate  was  10.31  per  1,000  of  the  resident  population  as 
compared  with  11.63  in  the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  from  the  acute  infectious  diseases,  including  tuber- 
culosis, was  the  lowest  ev’er  recorded  in  the  district  despite  the 
regulation  under  G.R.O.  Circular  (M.O.H.)  4/52  that  from  1953 
deaths  occurring  in  certain  institutions  in  the  district  are  now  assigned 
to  this  district  and  not  as  formerly  to  the  districts  from  which  these 
cases  were  admitted.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  22.39  per  1,000 
live  births  as  compared  with  24.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

Out  of  fifty-nine  deaths  from  malignant  disease,  thirteen  were 
attributable  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  This  is  now  the 
commonest  site  for  cancer,  the  death  rate  being  0.39  of  the  population 
as  against  0.24  for  the  next  commonest  site,  namely,  cancer  of  the 
stomach.  These  rates  are  similar  to  those  prev'ailing  in  the  County. 

Apart  from  six  cases  of  poliomyelitis  which  occurred  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  no  outbreaks  of  major  infectious  disease  occurred.  This 
is  the  tenth  consecutiv^e  year  in  which  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have 
occurred  in  children  of  school  or  pre-school  age.  It  cannot  be 
emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  absence  of  diphtheria  is  always 
dependent  on  the  maintenance  of  a high  lev’el  of  immunisation  in 
infants  and  school  children. 

Progress  in  the  building  of  new  houses  continued  but  despite  the 
number  of  families  rehoused  the  waiting  list  of  applicants  does  not 
diminish  to  any  great  extent. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  support  and  the  staff  for  their  ready  assistance  and  co-operation.

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Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  located  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
Guildford,  and  specimens  relating  to  infectious  diseases  are  sent  there 
for  examination  and  report.  Specimens  of  an  urgent  nature,  e.g., 
diphtheria  swabs,  can  be  examined  at  the  laboratory  at  St.  Peter’s 
Hospital,  Chertsey. 

Routine  samples  of  milk  and  ice  cream  are  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  Guildford.  Biological  examinations  of  milk  for 
tubercle  bacillus  are  also  carried  out  in  this  laboratory. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Ambulance  Control  Station  for  the  North-West  area  of  the 
County  is  located  at  Guildford  Road,  Chertsey.  This  station  retains 
the  telephone  number  of  the  previous  Control  Station  at  Woking, 
i.e.,  Woking  3040. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  also  provide  an  ambulance  from 
London  Street,  Chertsey  (tel.  Chertsey  3220).

These  Hospitals  came  under  the  control  of  the  Woking  and 
Chertsey  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  in  July,  1948. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47. 

No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  under  this 
Section.  Several  cases  did  arise  of  old  people  in  need  of  care  and 
attention.  These  were  either  taken  over  by  the  County  Welfare 
Department  or  persuaded  to  enter  hospital  for  treatment. 

As  welfare,  housing  and  hospital  authorities  are  all  concerned  with 
the  well-being  of  old  people  the  need  for  consultation  and  co-ordinated 
effort  is  apparent. 

There  is  now  accommodation  for  thirty-eight  old  ladies  in  a ward 
at  Ottershaw  Hospital  where  much  useful  work  is  being  done  in 
rehabilitation  and  by  occupational  therapy.  The  old  infectious  diseases 
hospital  at  Egham  has  accommodation  for  fourteen  old  men. 

A Screening  Sub-Committee  of  the  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee, of  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a member,  meets 
from  time  to  time  to  decide  priority  of  admission  to  these  aged  sick 
units. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Burial  of  the  Dead. 

No  burials  under  the  above  Act  took  place  during  the  year. 


Mortuaries. 

One  mortuary  is  provided  for  the  Urban  District  and  is  situated  at 
the  Council’s  Depot,  Fordwater  Road,  Chertsey.  On  representations 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  consideration  was  given  by  the 
Council  to  the  installation  of  a cold  room  and  trolley  hoist  at  this 
mortuary.  These  additions  have  now  been  installed  and  are  a very 
desirable  improvement. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Company.  Samples  of  water  as  supplied  by  the  Company  are 
submitted  to  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

During  the  year  twenty-five  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford;  one  sample  failed  to 
reach  the  required  standard.  A repeat  sample  was  bacteriologically 
satisfactory. 

The  West  Surrey  Water  Company  informed  us  of  the  results  of 
eleven  samples  taken  throughout  the  year. 


Four  samples  were  taken  by  the  Council’s  analyst  and  examined 
both  bacteriologically  and  chemically.  The  results  of  analysis  are 
tabulated  below:

to  the  Chertsey  Urban  District  Council  and  the  adjoining  district  of 
Walton  and  Weybridge  are  taken  monthly  at  different  points  and 
analysed  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically.  These  results  are 
reported  monthly  to  the  respective  Councils.  The  results  of  analysis 
show  that  a satisfactory  standard  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  Water  Engineer  of  the  West  Surrey 
Water  Company,  reports  are  exchanged  monthly  and  so  a fortnightly 
check  on  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  condition  of  the  supply  is 
available.  In  addition,  the  Public  Health  Department  takes  samples 
of  main  water  twice  monthly  so  that  a very  frequent  check  on  the 
main  supply  is  kept.

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  four  pail  closets  at  Camps  taken 
over  by  the  Council  for  temporary  housing  purposes. 

There  are  also  a number  of  these  types  of  closets  at  Camping  Sites 
and  on  Farm  lands. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-six  closets  are  emptied  weekly  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.  This  work  is  carried 
out  by  means  of  a Bedford  and  a Dennis  Cesspool  Emptier  adapted 
for  the  purpose.

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Bye- 
laws or  Regulations. 

The  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  district  is  situated  in  the 
Chertsey  Ward,  and  is  registered  to  accommodate  forty-three  lodgers. 
During  the  year,  six  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  which  were 
found  to  be  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  to  comply  with 
the  byelaws. 

A considerable  number  of  tent  and  van  dwellers  continue  to  visit 
the  district  during  the  year  and  encamp  on  various  lands  for  variable 
periods.  Many  of  these  are  engaged  on  agricultural  work  for  farmers 
within  the  district. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Twenty-seven  visits  were  made  during  the  year.  Following  repre- 
sentations, one  firm  installed  an  incinerator  to  overcome  a smoke 


nuisance  caused  by  burning  waste.

The  work  of  disinfestation  of  Council  houses  is  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Department.  The  treatment  consists  of  fumigation  by 
Cimex  blocks  and  spraying  with  Zaldecide  or  other  similar  product. 
Picture  rails,  skirting  boards  and  other  moveable  woodwork  are 
usually  taken  down  before  treatment. 

In  the  case  of  privately-owned  houses,  arrangements  are  usually 
made  by  the  owner  with  a Contractor  who  carries  out  the  necessary 
work  at  the  expense  of  the  Owner.  The  Council,  if  necessary,  assist 
the  Contractor  by  supplying  materials  at  cost  price  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  are  always  prepared  to  advise  and  supervise  the  work. 
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est  Control. 

A Pests  Officer  is  engaged  whole-time  on  this  work  and  the  Ministry’s  recommended  methods  of  control  and  disinfestation  are  employed.

Test  baiting  of  the  sewers,  at  86  points,  was  carried  out  in  May,  with  negative  results. 


Rag  Flock  Act,  1951. 

Flock  used  by  upholsterers  in  ±e  area  is  guaranteed  to  meet  ±e 
requirements  of  the  Rag  Flock  Act.  Flock  removed  from  old  bedding 
and  upholstered  furniture  is  destroyed. 

There  are  five  premises  in  the  district  registered  under  the  above 
Act. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

Six  licences  were  granted  during  the  year. 


Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  pools  in  the  district  to  which  the 
public  are  admitted.  The  Council  have  provided  and  maintain  a 
bathing  pavilion  with  accommodation  for  males  and  females,  on  the 
north  bank  of  the  River  Thames  near  Chertsey  Bridge;  during  the 
summer  months  an  attendant  is  also  provided. 


Schools. 

There  are  eleven  County  Primary  schools,  two  secondary  schools, 
one  Grammar  school,  four  Boys’  Colleges  and  several  private  schools 
within  the  district.  All  obtain  their  drinking  water  from  the  mam 
supply  of  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company. 

One  Council  school  and  one  Boys’  College  are  provided  with 
cesspool  drainage,  one  Boys’  College  is  drained  on  the  septic  tank 
system,  one  Boys’  College  and  two  private  schools  are  provided  with 
a complete  private  drainage  system,  and  the  remainder  all  have  main 
drainage. 

Housing  Act,  1936 — Overcrowding. 

All  cases  of  overcrowding  coming  to  notice  are  referred  to  the 
Housing  Committee  for  rehousing  as  and  when  accommodation 
becomes  available. 

Housing. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  one  thousand,  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
new  houses  had  been  completed  by  the  Local  Authority  since  1945. 
There  were  in  course  of  erection  fifty-seven  Council  houses.  One 
hundred  and  forty-eight  family  units  were  rehoused  in  Council  houses 
or  requisitioned  houses  and  hutted  camps.  There  still  remains  a 
waiting  list  of  nine  hundred  and  sixty-three  applicants.  Various 
factors  such  as  the  amenities  of  the  district  and  easy  access  to  London 
help  to  keep  this  list  at  a high  level. 
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Special  consideration  is  given  to  the  rehousing  of  families  where 
there  is  an  infectious  and  notified  case  of  tuberculosis  and  where 
there  are  young  children  at  risk,  the  aim  being  to  give  each  infectious 
case  a separate  bedroom. 

Housing  Act,  1936,  Parts  II  and  III. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

During  the  year  under  review  an  extensive  survey  of  unfit  houses 
in  the  district  was  carried  out.  This  resulted  in  seventy-seven  houses 
being  scheduled  for  demolition  or  closing  under  Section  1 of  the 
Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954.  The  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  approved  the  Council’s  proposals  under  the  Act 
and  asked  for  a broad  indication  of  ±e  extent  and  distribution  of  the 
Council’s  first  year’s  programme.  The  Minister  was  informed  that 
the  Council  proposed  to  deal  with  nineteen  specified  houses  in  the 
first  year,  and  these  unfit  houses  are  now  being  dealt  with. 


Carav2m  Sites. 

The  use  of  caravans  for  permanent  or  semi-permanent  dwellings 
continues  to  cause  concern  in  the  district.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  seventeen  caravan  sites,  ranging  from  two  hundred  and 
forty-eight  caravans  to  three,  and  making  a total  of  approximately 
nine  hundred  caravans.  This  problem  is  most  difficult  to  deal  with 
under  existing  legislation  and  it  is  probable  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  ten  per  cent,  during  the  year  on  authorised  sites. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  health,  living  conditions  in  caravans 
cannot  be  considered  suitable  for  families  with  young  children.  Over- 
crowding frequently  is  present  and  the  difficulties  of  ensuring  cleanli- 
ness from  the  lack  of  proper  washing  facilities  and  adequate  water 
supply  are  always  present.  Lighting  and  ventilation  are  often  below 
a reasonable  standard  and  a damp  atmosphere  frequently  arises  in 
the  caravan  from  condensation  and  poor  ventilation.  It  is  difficult  to 
see  why  a large  percentage  of  caravan  dwellers  should  elect  to  live 
under  these  conditions.  When  the  site  is  served  by  water  from  wells 
haphazard  disposal  of  waste  water  leads  to  contamination  of  the 
water  supply. 

During  the  year  the  Chertsey  Council  refused  to  grant  planning 
permission  for  ±e  continued  use  of  land  at  Hamm  Court  as  a 
caravan  camp  on  the  ground  that  ±e  proposed  sanitary  facilities 
were  inadequate.  The  owner  appealed  and  a local  inquiry  was  held 
under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947.  The  decision  of 
the  Minister,  announced  at  the  end  of  the  year,  was  that  the  camp 
should  be  provided  with  sanitary  and  domestic  services  on  a scale 


not  less  than  the  Council’s  requirements  and  that  the  omission  of 
showers  and  ablution  facilities  could  not  be  accepted.  Proper  and 
adequate  sanitary  and  ablution  blocks  will  now  be  installed  and 
connected  to  the  sewer.  This  will  ensure  a more  healthy  and  hygienic 
way  of  living,  and  will  eliminate  the  risks  of  disease  that  have  been 

present  in  the  past. 

It  is  hoped  that  similar  installations  will  now  be  provided  in  other 
caravan  sites. 

The  acquisition  of  land  for  a Municipal  Caravan  Site,  to  which 
improperly  sited  caravans  could  be  directed,  was  under  consideration 
during  the  year,  but  unfortunately  did  not  materialize. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Milk  Supply. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  of  1949  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  clean 
milk  production  on  the  farm. 

When  unsatisfactory  and  unhygienic  conditions  are  found  on  dairy 
farms  on  inspection  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  these  cases  are 
reported  to  the  County  Inspector  for  necessary  action. 

Thirteen  samples  of  unpasteurised  milk  were  submitted  during  the 
year  for  biological  examination  for  the  detection  of  tuberculosis,  all 
showing  a negative  result.

Two  samples  failed  to  pass  the  Phosphatase  Test  for  adequate 
pasteurisation;  the  remaining  samples  all  passed  the  required  tests. 

All  milk  produced  and  retailed  in  the  district  is  now  “ specially 
designated,”  that  is,  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested.  This 
Milk  Order  came  into  operation  in  1954.  Tests  are  regularly  carried 
out  on  samples  to  ensure  purity,  adequate  pasteurisation  and  freedom 
from  tuberculosis  in  the  case  of  raw  milk.

There  is  one  pasteurising  plant  in  use  in  the  district,  which  is 
regularly  supervised. 


Meat. 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  one  of  which 
is  situated  at,  and  slaughters  animals  raised  and  consumed  at,  a local 
hospital,  and  is  only  used  occasionally.  The  other  one  continued  in 
full  use  throughout  the  year,  and  Sunday  killing  became  a regular 
feature  in  the  second  half  of  the  year,  necessitating  working  overtime 
to  complete  inspection. 

Co-operative  relations  have  continued  to  exist  between  the  trade 
and  the  Local  Authority  and  its  Officers.  A large  percentage  of  the 
animals  killed  has  been  consigned  to  the  London  Markets. 

Four  hundred  and  eight  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse 
during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  examination  of  carcases  and  offals. 

The  following  were  the  number  inspected : —

The  total  weight  of  meat,  etc.,  condemned  was  28,108  lbs.  This 
figure  includes  six  carcases  and  eleven  parts  of  other  carcases  affected 
with  Tuberculosis.

Arrangements 
have  been  made  for  small  quantities  of  meat,  not  specifically  diseased, 
to  go  to  a local  zoo  for  animal  feeding.

Manufacturers  and  distributors  of  food  are  now  evincing 
a more  practical  interest  in  preventive  measures  and  are  willing  to 
accept  practical  advice  from  the  inspectors. 

Condemned  food  from  shops  and  canteens  is  disposed  of  by  burying 
at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip. 

Sale  or  Mamufacture  of  Ice-creaun. 

There  are  eighty-nine  premises  on  the  Register.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year,  four  premises  were  used  for  the  manufacture  of 
ice-cream,  but  in  two  cases  production  was  discontinued  during  the 
year.  The  remaining  premises  are  used  for  the  retail  sale  only  of 
ice-cream. 

During  the  year,  forty  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises  and, 
where  necessary,  attention  was  called  for  improvements.

These  grades  refer  to  the  degree  of  bacteriological  purity.  Grades 
I and  II  are  considered  of  a satisfactory  standard.  When  samples  fall 
into  Grades  III  and  IV  a careful  check  is  made  at  the  plants  con- 
cerned and  manufacturers  are  advised  on  cleansing,  sterilisation  and 
hygienic  preparation. 

Recording  thermometers  have  been  installed  by  ice-cream  manu- 
facturers to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Local  Authority  and  in  accordance 
with  the  Ice-cream  ((Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947-1952. 
Frequent  inspections  of  plant  and  equipment  are  made  to  ensure  that 
proper  and  adequate  temperature  are  secured  in  the  process  of 
manufacture  in  accordance  with  the  above  regulations.

The  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1938-1950,  is  carried  out  by  the  Surrey  County  Council.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  a remarkable  fall  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  from 
forty-three  cases  in  1954  to  four  in  1955.  Two  cases  were  in  children 
in  attendance  at  the  same  school  and  a second  case  occurred  m the 
same  family  in  a pre-school  child.  All  cases  made  a good  recovery. 


Diphtheria. 

This  is  the  tenth  consecutive  year  that  no  cases  have  occurred  in 
children  up  to  school  leaving  age.  This  does  not  mean  that  the 
disease  has  been  eradicated,  as  cases  are  occurring  every  week  in 
different  parts  of  ±e  country.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  ensure 
by  all  possible  means  a high  level  of  immunisation  among  infants 
and  school  children  as  the  absence  of  the  disease  is  conditional  on 
immunity  by  inoculation. 

Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  ±e  latter  months  of 
the  year  inoculations  for  diphtheria  immunisation  were  suspended. 
This  is  in  accordance  with  the  advice  given  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  There  has,  therefore,  been  a falling  off  in  the  number  of 
inoculations  and  the  diphtheria  immunity  index  of  school  children 
is  lower.

Poliomyelitis. 

Six  cases  occurred  in  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  four  cases 
in  children,  which  were  particularly  severe,  and  two  cases,  com- 
paratively mild,  in  adults. 

The  first  case  occurred  in  Chertsey  in  October  in  a child  of  3 
years.  The  second  case  occurred  in  the  same  month  in  Addlestone. 
There  was  no  history  of  contact  between  these  cases.  The  third 
victim  was  an  adult  woman  resident  in  Chertsey.  The  fourth  case 
was  a child  of  3 years  in  the  same  Council  Estate  in  Chertsey  as 
case  No.  1.  There  was  no  history  of  contact  between  the  families. 
The  fifth  case  was  an  adult  woman  in  New  Haw  who  made  a good 
recovery  with  little  paresis.  The  sixth  was  a boy  of  9 years  in 
Chertsey. 

The  four  children  showed  some  degree  of  respiratory  or  bulbar 
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paralysis  at  an  early  stage  of  the  illness  and  were,  therefore,  sent  or 
transferred  to  a London  Hospital  for  special  treatment. 

It  is  extraordinary  that  none  of  the  victims  appeared  to  be 
connected  in  any  way. 

No  fatalities  from  poliomyelitis  occurred. 

Medical  practitioners  and  hospitals  were  kept  informed  of  the 
position  with  regard  to  the  outbreak,  so  that  suitable  precautions 
could  be  taken  with  regard  to  discontinuing  inoculations  and  the 
postponement  of  such  operations  as  tonsillectomy  and  dental  extrac- 
tions. It  has  been  shown  that  these  operations  may  precipitate  an 
attack.  The  press  were  also  informed  of  cases  as  they  occurred  and 
a suitable  article  on  necessary  precautions  and  advice  on  poliomyelitis 
was  contributed. 

Vaccination  agednst  Smallpox. 

Notification  is  received  from  time  to  time  of  contacts  of  smallpox 
abroad  arriving  in  this  district  from  seaports  and  airports.  In  these 
days  of  quick  travel  these  contacts  hav^e  to  be  kept  under  observation 
for  two  weeks  from  their  arrival  in  the  country.  Air  journeys  from 
smallpox  endemic  areas  take  less  time  than  the  incubation  period  of 
the  disease.  There  have  been  twenty-three  importations  of  variola 
major  into  the  country  in  the  past  ten  years  and  there  will  un- 
doubtedly be  more.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  secure  as  high  a 
percentage  as  possible  of  vaccination  in  infancy.  If  re-vaccination  has 
to  be  carried  out  later,  say  in  a local  outbreak  of  smallpox  or  for 
persons  proceeding  abroad,'  a mild  reaction  is  ensured,  whereas 
vaccination  for  the  first  time  in  adult  years  may  react  unpleasantly. 

Notifications  have  been  received  of  the  following  vaccinations 
carried  out.  This  also  was  discontinued  during  the  outbreak  of  polio- 
myelitis in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Ministry.

Measles. 

Measles  appeared  in  epidemic  form  in  the  first  few  months  of  the 
year  after  the  usual  two  years  interval  of  comparative  freedom. 
Incidence  fell  most  heavily  on  toddlers  and  children  of  early  school 
age.  Very  few  cases  required  hospital  treatment  and  no  fatalities  or 
serious  complications  occurred.

Steps  are  immediately  taken  to  follow  up  deaths  of  persons  whose 
tuberculous  disease  was  not  notified  during  life.  Enquiries  are  made 
into  the  reason  for  failure  of  notification,  disinfection  is  carried  out 
in  the  home  and  the  contacts  are  examined.

Since  the  establishment  of  miniature  radiography  at  the  end  of 
the  last  war,  and  its  continued  expansion  since,  this  service  has  made 
a reasonable  contribution  to  the  declining  mortality  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  by  finding  many  cases  at  an  early  stage  when  the  disease 
can  be  cured  and  the  spread  of  infection  controlled. 

There  is  now  a changing  epidemiological  pattern  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  with  its  higher  incidence  in  the  older  age  groups.  Greater 
emphasis  must  be  placed  on  getting  the  age  groups  o\'er  45  years 
to  come  forward  for  examination. 


Home  Conditions. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  detailed  knowledge  of  the  home 
conditions  of  all  persons  notified  to  him  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
from  personal  visits  as  well  as  from  reports  from  the  Health  Visitor. 
He  is  thus  in  a position  to  advise  on  the  housing  requirements  of  the 
family  concerned.  The  patient  should  be  isolated  at  least  to  the 
extent  of  having  a bedroom  to  himself.  Ad\ice  is  given  on  the 
necessity  of  strict  precautions  as  to  proper  disposal  of  sputum  and  on 
general  matters  of  hygiene. 


Care  and  After  Care. 

The  Chertsey  and  Walton  and  Weybridge  I'uberculosis  Care 
Committee  meets  at  frequent  intervals  to  consider  applications  for 
further  help  from  patients.  Free  milk  is  provided  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Chest  Physician.  Beds,  bedding,  clothing  and 
household  necessities  can  also  be  provided  in  necessitous  cases. 
Patients  can  be  put  in  touch  with  the  Domiciliary  Occupational 
Therapy  Unit  or  with  Rehabilitation  Officers  appointed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Labour.
